New York City, soon after the Brit­ 
ish government prohibited early this 
year the use of milk products or su­ 
gar in the manufacture of ice cream. 
•Here's the wa ythe moek ice cream 
j is made: For a gallon of the ice, two 
pounds of glucose or four pounds of 
honey. If boney is used it should be 
boiled down in a quart of water, and 
before being poured into the freeler 
should be allowed to cool for three 
or four minutes. Then add the white 
of one egg and any flavor desired, and 
I freeze. Fresh fruit adds considerably 
to the flavor of the ice whiclj really 
tastes like ice cream.

September I, and 114 in its place, 
and 80-20 regulation is ordered by 
the United States Food administra­ 
tion.

Hoover to C. B. Ames, federal food 
adm inistrator for Oklahoma: 
“The recent careful survey by the 
Food Administrators of the United 
States, France, England and Italy, of 
the food resources of the 2 2 0,0 0 0,000 
people fighting 
against 
Germany, 
shows th at to maintain enough sup­ 
plies and 
the 
necessary 
reserve 
against disaster there must be main­ 
tained in all these counties a conser­ 
vation of wheat flour during coming 
year. It has been agreed that the 
wheat bread of all shall contain twen­ 
ty per cent of other 
grains 
than 
wheat and it is just that we should 
bear our share in this saving and 
our bread should be at least identi­ 
cal with those who 
are 
suffering 
more greatly from the war than our­ 
selves. Distribution and transporta­ 
tion circumstances 
in 
the United 
States render it necessary to rely 
very largely on voluntary action in 
our homes to enforce this mixture. 
The victory bread so made is whole­ 
some and there is no difficulty in its 
preparation. We desire to emphasize 
that the mixtures are for wheat and 
bread and the saving of wheat flour 
but are not intended to displace the 
large use of corn bread. 
We must 
use the mixture with wheat flour in 
addition to our normal consumption 
of corn bread.’*

New York, Aug. 31.—Long before 
Marshal Foch began 
his 
brilliant 
counter offensive on the Marne, the 
Germans had been told that his re­ 
serves had been exhausted. This is 
shown by a Wolff Bureau 
dispatch 
published in 
the Berlin Tageblatt 
which described the fighting about 
Chateau Thierry. 
“The hope of the 
Eentente 
re- 
• garding a decisive intervention of 
the great army of manoeuvre 
has 
been definitely shattered. The proud 
army of reserve which the w ar coun­ 
cil of Versailles played out its trump 
exists as such no longer,’* read the 
dispatch. 
“The great victory of the Crown 
Prince has shattered a considerable 
part of the enemies fighting force 
and has resulted in the dissolution 
and complete dispersal of the Foch 
army of manoeuver. The tremendous 
losses suffered by the entente on the 
extensive fronts between Ypres and 
Rheims will be difficult to replace.” 
This was published in Germany 
about a month before Marshal Foch 
struck the Germans on the Marne sa­ 
lient and drove them back to the 
Vesle. 
It probably shows why the 
German public was so greatly sur­ 
prised by Marshal Foch’s brilliant 
stroke.

the port of missing men. Many Am­ 
ericans have crossed the shaky, wood 
en bridge to this little adobe town 
who have been never soon nor heard 
of again. The files of the United 
States Consulate here are filled with 
letters from mothers, wives and other 
relatives asking for information about 
men who have disappeared 
some­ 
where in Mexico. 
Many were killed fighting with the 
various revolutionary forces during 
the six years war. Others were mur­ 
dered for their money on the, Callo 
Diablo-—Street of the Devil—or were 
killed by bandits who rove over the 
country enforcing the law of the eix 
shooter. Still others are living out 
their lives in some mountain settle­ 
ment under assumed names, often 
with native families. 
Tom Kingsberry’s name was the 
latest addition to the long list of 
those men “missing in Mexico. Kings- 
berry was foreman for the Palomas 
Land and Cattle Company, of. Los 
Angeles. He left for an inspection 
of the cattle ranches .west of here 
and has not been heard from since. 
Mexicans here whisper of a fued ex­ 
isting between the Palomas cowboys 
and Jose Ynez Salazer’s band of out­ 
laws. Salazer was killed at the head­ 
quarters ranch of the Palomas comr 
pany. That was where Kingsberry 
disappeared a year later. 
For months the body of an Ameri­ 
can swayed in the wind suspended 
from a telegraph pole at Rancheria, 
south of here. He was caught dyna­ 
miting bridges and hanged by the 
federal railroad guards. He was nev­ 
er identified. Many Americans are 
known to have been executed in the 
cemetery on the hill. Few were giv­ 
en an opportunity to notify their rel­ 
atives.

GERMAN MUTINEERS 
JOIN RUSSIAN PEASANTS 
London, Aug. 31.—Twelve 
hun­ 
dred German mutineers have joined 
forces with an armed peasant body 
and attacked the German forces in 
the region of Dymera, twenty-fonr 
miles from Kiev, according to a Rus­ 
sian wireless dispatch received here 
today from Moscow.

Cotton 
has 
been damaged the heaviest during 
the past month of any of the grow­ 
ing crops. Cotton picking is well un­ 
der way in the Southern part of the 
state. 
The condition of kafir is 34 per 
cent, milo 35 per cent, sorghum 35 
per cent and alfalfa 41 per cent. Con­ 
dition of same crops last month was 
as follows: Kafir 67 pe rcent, milo 
66 per cent, sorghum 68 per cent and 
alfalfa 60 per cent. 
Revised figures on the yield per 
acre of wheat for the State show an 
average yield of 11.15 bushels per 
acre for the total area sown in the 
fall of 1917. Our final estimate on 
the total production for the state is 
31,300,000 bushels. Of‘this amount 
the farmer still has on hand 37 per 
cent. Last year the total production 
amounted to 29,756,000 bushels. The 
average yield per acre being 10.3 
bushels. 
Revised figures show an average 
yield per acre for oats of 26 bush­ 
els. Our final estimate of the total 
production is 27,040,000 bushels, of 
this amount 62 per cent is attn in 
the hands of the farmer. Total pro­

bushels. Average yield per acre last 
year was 27 bushels. 
Condition of the soil as regards 
moisture is 22 per cent. Oklahoma 
has experienced one of the longest 
drouths in the history of the state. 
The rains of recent date were too 
late to be of any great benefit to the 
damaged crops. 


REVOLT SPREADING 
AMONG TURKISH TROOPS 
New York, Aug. 29.—Advices re­ 
ceived libre from Turkish and Ara­ 
bian sources tell 
of Insurrections 
among the troops of the Turkish 
army. 
At Konia, half way between Con­ 
stantinople and Aleppo, when orders 
were given to a contingent to entrain 
for Palestine, the troops seized the 
guns, large and small and made for 
the mountains, where they formed a 
new revolutionary centre in Asia Mi­ 
nor. The£ have so located themselves 
that they command the main thor­ 
oughfare between Constantinople and 
Palestine.

Paris, Aug. 29.— (Correspondence 
of The Associated^ Press)—The ef­ 
fect of American rifle fire has been 
one of the great surprises to the en­ 
emy during the receqt engagements 
along the front. As a result the rifle 
is fast coming back to its own as the 
dependable weapon for infantry fight 
ing. For a time its place was chal­ 
lenged by the hand grenade and some 
of the English and French experts 
took the view that the grenade would 
gradually supercede the rifle. French 
warfare had accustomed both sides to 
the grenade so that the rifle was 
seldom brought into use. 
Even with the two weapons avail­ 
able, the troops had become accus­ 
tomed to use the 
grenade 
rather 
than the rifle, and an enemy fugi­ 
tive would often be chased until his 
pursuer was near enough to throw a 
grenade when a rifle ball would have 
brought down the fugitive from a 
distance. 
All this has been changed, how­ 
ever, by the open fighting of the 
present offensive and the unusually 
effective use the 
Americans 
have 
made of the rifle. General Pershing 
has maintained from the first that 
the 
rifle 
was the 
indispensable 
weapon for infantry, and while the 
grenade has not, been neglected, ev­ 
ery American unit has been thor­ 
oughly trained in rifle practice. 
Many of the national guardsmen 
as well^ as the regulars were crack 
rifle shots, winners in tournaments 
and veterans of (he rifle ranges main­ 
tained at home. These ranges have 
become a notable feature of the train­ 
ing on this side, until the whole Am­ 
erican organisation bas become spec­ 
ially proficient with the rifle. 
German prisoners all recount the 
same story, that the greatest sur­ 
prise came from the impetuosity of 
the American troops ,and after that 
the sweeping fire of the American 
riffe caused the greatest consterna­ 
tion and loss. Accustomed to waiting 
for a grenade attack at close quart­ 
ers ,the mass formations of the en­ 
emy were suddenly exposed to con­ 
centrated rifle fire at a distance, with 
every shot from a trained marksman 
who was not blazing into the air but 
was picking out his target and send­ 
ing his ball home. 
This experience has fully sustain­ 
ed the American contention for the 
rifle as against the grenade, and Eng­ 
lish and French military experts are 
agreed In the enthusiastic approval 
they give the Americans as riflemen 
find in the view that the rifle has 
again demonstrated its right to be 
considered the paramount weapon 
for infantry fighting. 


(By the Associated Presa) 
London, Aug.’ 29.—A war horse, 
I before he is ready for service, re- 
I ceives an education almost as rig- 
1 orous and comprehensive as that of 
the recruit who rides him into bat­ 
tle. When properly trained he will 
face barbed wire and even rush en­ 
tanglements, regardless of lacerated 
legs and flanks. After he has been 
accustomed to have a man mount 
rapidly on his sensitive back he is 
taught to kneel with his rider. He 
has to be taught to pull up in his 
own length from a gallop, to stand 
steady while a rider fires from his 
back and to lie still on the ground 
while he is being used as a dbverf 
for his rider who snipes over his 
side. 
One of the most difficult things re­ 
quired of a war horse Is to become 
familiarized with the sword. In yrar- 
fare it is a common trick for a caval­ 
ryman to aim his first blow at his 
opponent’s horse ,for no horse will 
stand after being pricked on the nos­ 
tril or lip.

When the enemy finally begins 
his big retreat it is the Allies* hones 
that will keep the Germans on the 
run.

registration day. 
All men between 
the new ages who have not already 
registered or who are not now in 
military or naval service of the Unit­ 
ed States will register according to 
the president's proclamation. 
The 
hours of registration will be from 7 
a. rn. to 9 p. m. and all state and 
local officials are called on to make 
arrangements for maintenance of reg­ 
istration places. Citisens of foreign 
countries are not exempted from reg­ 
istration unless they are diplomatic 
or consular representatives. At least 
13,000,000 men are expected to reg­ 
ister. Registrants in their eighteenth 
year are to be placed in a special 
class subject to the educational pro­ 
gram already announced by the war 
department.

(From the Committee on Public In­ 
formation, Washington, D. C.) 
After 2,000 years of exile, it is now 
almost certain that a Jewish govern­ 
ment will be established in Pales­ 
tine. When General Allenby, at the 
head of his victorious army, carried 
the Union Jack into the Holy City 
last December, a dream of twenty 
.centuries. became possible. 
On the 
hills of Zion a Jewish civilisation 
with something of its old moral and 
intellectual vigor may 
once 
more 
come into being. The Jews have seis­ 
ed their opportunity, and already an 
Administrative Commission bf He­ 
brews is at work restoring the coun­ 
try for that raoe. 
This Administrative Commission 
has a program. IU aim is to bring 
back the life of the Jewish colonies 
in Palestine to their flourishing pre­ 
war conditions. 
It intends to furn­ 
ish the necessary educational, medi­ 
cal and economic aid to iii Jews who 
go back to the Holy Land. One of IU 
most important projects is the im­ 
mediate founding of a Jewish uni­ 
versity. Along the lines 
of 
diplo­ 
macy, the Commission proposes to 
create harmonious relationship with 
the Arab and Armenian states which 
are to be its .neighbors. 
All over the world, the tribes of 
Israel have waited through the cen­ 
turies for this promised day. Their 
poets have sung of it. The exiles have 
yearned for their native land. Great 
Britain’s military operations of last 
winter have furnished an opening 
wedge for the realisation of Zion’s 
hopes. When Britain undertook the 
rescue of Palestine, 
in older to 
strike a Buggering blow at the Turk, 
the eyes of Jews everywhere watch­ 
ed the progress of General Allenby’s 
army. They baw that little army foot 
by foot and mile by mile drive back 
the Turk and the Hun. Their joy 
grew as they beheld it move forward 
from Basa to Bethlehem, from Beth­ 
lehem to Jerusalem, from Jerusalem 
to Jericho. When Jerusalem fell, the 
delight of Jews was unbounded, for 
Britain had already gone on record, 
through the speech of Balfour, as 
favoring the establishment in Pales­ 
tine of a national homeland for the 
Jews. 
Jews Migrate Back to Palestine. 
The story of the return to Palestine 
of the Jews during the 
last 
forty 
years is as amazing as that of our 
Pilgrim fathers and in many ways a 
remarkable parallel to it. This mi­ 
gration too was born of persecution. 
The first great series of massacres of 
Jews in Russia 
began 
in 
1882. 
Scores of thousands of them fled to 
America. 
A few turned toward Pal­ 
estine. 
Every great movement of the Jew­ 
ish tribes has had its prophets and 
leaders. The Moses of the * modern 
Zionist 
movement 
was 
Theodor 
Herzl. Herzl dreamed of a national 
homeland for his race. His pamphlet, 
“Bin Judenstaat” (A Jewish State), 
was a call to the Jewish people to 
organize themselves on a national 
basis and create for themselves a 
home state. Herzy spoke 
of 
that 
home state vaguely as “Over There.” 
He knew little of the history of his 
people and he knew nothing of what 
was transpiring in Palestine. Still, so 
remarkable was the effect 
of 
his 
pamphlet that inside of a year the 
first Zionist congress was 
held 
in 
Basel, Switzehland. 
The Joshua of the Jews today is 
Dr. Chaim Weizman, president of the 


nags of instruction in the school, the 
German members suddenly rose up 
and opposed it They demanded that 
all scientific and technical subjects 
be Uught In German. The contro­ 
versy which ensued over the lang­ 
uage question was one of the first 
battles fought In the Great War. 
The Jews won their victory. When 
the Germans pushed through their 
plans in their dogged Prussian fash­ 
ion. the friends of the Hebrew lang­ 
uage resigned in-a body. At Jaffa, at 
Jerusalem, and at Haifa, meetings of 
protest were held 
and 
resolutions 
were passed demanding a reconsider­ 
ation. The students of the school pro­ 
tested^ but their pro-German director 
ignored them. The teachers protest­ 
ed. Dr. 
Nathan 
over-ruled them. 
Thereupon, teachers and students re­ 
signed together and went over to a 
new Hebrew school. The fight con­ 
tinued, with the result that six new 
institutions were opened by the Zion­ 
ists at all of which Hebrew alone 
w a^taught. Thus the attempt to 
Prussianize Palestine 
had 
already 
been morally defeated before the 
war broke out. 
Zionist Troops In the War. 
But the language was was merely 
a clash of cqltures, a battle of prin­ 
ciples fought to 
a finish 
without 
bloodshed. Since then, the devoted 
Zionists of Palestine have U kes part 
In actual warfare. They are now 
fighting among Entente troops for 
the cause of democracy as valiantly 
as any soldiers. 
One organization of Jewish 
sol­ 
diers played a part In the glorious 
but ill-fated Gallipoli campaign. This 
force, known as the Zion Mule Corps, 
was organized from 
among 
those 
Jews who were compelled to flee from 
Palestine at the outbreak of the war 
because they refused to become Otto­ 
man subejcts. Untrained in the arts 
of war, yet eager to do their bit, they 
volunteered for the unmartial tasks 
that are a part of any military cam­ 
paign. 
They were prepared to carry water 
and to lead the mules carrying am­ 
munition to the first line trenches. 
They were placed under the com­ 
mand of Col. Patterson, that brilliant 
Irishman who has since sung their 
fame in the notable book entitled, 
With the Zionists at Gallipoli,” in 
which he tells how in the face of 
shot and shell, in the very thick of 
the fray, they went resolutely about 
their lask. And he tells of that re­ 
markable moment when the Royal In- 
iskilling regiment had gotten into 
a tight place. These muleteers aban­ 
doned their appointed tasks, not to 
flee to a place of safety, but to jump 
into the trench, and taking rifles 
from dead soldiers’ hands, fought as 
valiantly as “the ladies from hell” 
and jron the day. 
Out of this Zion Mule Corps has 
grown the Jewish Legion, organized 
in America, England 
and 
Canada 
fro mamong Jews who for one reason 
or another (except physical) are in­ 
eligible to the draft in the country 
of their residence. Fifteen hundred 
have already gone to Palestine from 
America, and they have joined at 
the front the Jewish regiment which 
was organized in London, and which 
has already received its baptism of 
fire somewhere north of Jaffa. Other 
contingents are preparing to go from 
America and still others from Can­ 
ada. There is hard fighting ahead of 
Palestine, but these men are going 
prepared to make the supreme sac­ 
rifice because they know that in do­ 
ing this, they are giving their utmost 
to speed the day when the blue and 
white flag of Zion, with the six cor­ 
nered star of aDvid in the centre will 
float proudly amon gthe flags of the 
free nations.

Zealous in the cause of the Zionist 
movement, he nevertheless has a 
strong practical sense that appeals 
to the British.

Land Miraculously Developed. 
The pioneers in Palestine in 1878 
found a land that was arid, barren, 
full of miasma and surrounded by 
hostile tribes.

The scientific achievements of the 
Jewish agriculturalist in 
Palestine 
have pointed the way for all regions 
in the world of similar soil and cli­ 
mate to increase their 
productive­ 
ness. Palestine increased in prosper­ 
ity. At Petach-Tikvah, the oldest of 
the colonies, founded on the banks 
of the River Auja, northeast of Jaffa, 
in 1878, and developed under innum­ 
erable difficulties, an acre of Irrig­ 
able land was worth 3 pounds, IO 
shillings in 1890. 
In 1914, it was 
worth 36 pounds. Again, between the 
years of 1904 and 1912, the annnal 
volume of trade at the port of Jaf­ 
fa rose from 760,000 pounds to 2,- 
080,000 pounds. 
Within a generation, this land of 
desolation was the home of 15.000 
Jewish farmers organized in co-op­ 
erative societies. Towns began to de­ 
velop. The Jewish population in Jer­ 
usalem grew from a handful to 60,- 
000. The little colonies were operat­ 
ed under managing boards which 
were elected annually by universal 
suffrage. Banks 
were 
established, 
trust companies financed, and schools 
built. Every village has its Hebrew 
school and a Hebrew kindergarten. 
Hebrew was the chosen language of 
all the schools. 
Germany Interferes. 
But already the pan-Germanists 
had turned their gaze to these strug­ 
gling Jewish colonies. Here, they 
thought, was a gateway to the Orient. 
Accordingly, they began laying their 
plans to get possession of it. 
Among those who contributed to­

GHENT SLUMP IN 
AA COTTON PROSPECTS 


Washington, Sept. 4.—A disaster 
unparalleled in the history of the cot­ 
ton growing industry in the United 
States has befallen the American cot­ 
ton crop this year. 
As the result of 
a severe cfrouth in July and August 
the government’s September cotton 
report, issued today, forecasts 
the 
prospective production this year at 
11.137.000 
equivalent 
500-pound 
bales, 4,000,000 bales less than was 
forecast at the beginning of the sea­ 
son. 
Cotton growers planted this year 
the second largest acreage on record 
and prospects seemed bright for one 
of the largest crops grown. Drouth 
daring July .however, reduced the 
crop by 1,616,000 bales, 
and 
dry 
weather in August caused the great­ 
est deterioration ever recorded in a 
single month, there being a decline 
of 17.9 points in the condition Aug­ 
ust 25, as compared with July 25. 
The entire cotton belt was affect­ 
ed, but in Texas and Oklahoma and 
the western part of the region it was 
greater than in the east. The extent 
of the depreciation amounted to 2-, 
482.000 bales, reducing the prospect­ 
ive production to 11,137,000 bales. 
A crop of that size would be slightly 
smaller than those of the last three 
yeara.

All the old 
spirit of the Liverpool docker comes 
back again, he becomes a human dy­ 
namo, and the army of black steve­ 
dores follow him with the same eag­ 
erness that men follow their leader 
“over the top.” Here are some ex­

means: 
When the greatest of American 
transports first came over it took 52 
days to unload her at Liverpool. The 
next trip was better—28 days. Then 
on the third trip it was decided to 
send her to this French port where 
the Americans had begun to take 
things over. It was a risky experi­ 
ment, they thought. But they failed 
to reckon on the major and his black 
stevedores, for thi3 is the remark­ 
able record of how the great vessel 
has been handled at this port: 
First arrival 
10,000 
men 
and 
supplies unloaded and the ship coal- 
eda nd sent back in four days. 
Second arrival, unloaded, 
coaled 
and sent back in three days. 
Third arrival, 
unloaded,

planes will be widely used, after the 
war, for purpose of exploration and 
survey, said Harold Brighouse, of the 
oyal Geographical Society, to a rep­ 
resentative of The Associated Press, 
commenting on the announcement 
that Captain Amundsen’s Arctic ex­ 
pedition, which has just sailed, has 
taken three airplanes as part of its 
equipment. 
“Captain Amundsen will use these 
airplanes for geographical and met­ 
eorological research in the Arctic,” 
said Mr. Brighouse, “and they should 
prove very useful in this connection. 
With peace will come a large exten­ 
sion of the use of the airplane in ex­ 
ploration.

Aerial photography has 
reached a stage when all that is ne­ 
cessary for exact map-drawing is a 
continuous series ofraurphotographs. 
Tracts of Portuguese* East Africa, 
which had never before been charted, 
were, in fact mapped by means of the 
air photography of British aviators. 
“The undiscovered 
natural 
re­ 
sources of a new country can be ob­ 
served from airplanes. The eye of th© 
observer reveals much; the air cam­ 
era even now is an excellent guide in 
indicating the kind of wood growing 
in a forest, and will be of greater util­ 
ity still as the development of aerial 
color photograph progresses. 
“Railway survey through 
savage 
lands, which, both in life and ‘mon­ 
ey, has been a tremendously costly 
preliminary to construction, will be­ 
come safe, and so cheap as to pre­ 
sent no financial obstacles whatever, 
to a survey which uses aerial photog­ 
raphy. 
“Not only can the course of rivers 
be traced, but their navigable chan­ 
nels can be ascertained, and the com­ 
bined discovery made 
of valuable 
natural products together with the 
best means of transporting them by 
river. 
“Water, then as now, will prob­ 
ably be the explorer’s chief guide and 
his machine is more likely to be of 
the seaplane type ,with floats than 
the airplane type, with wheels. He 
will fly high, and should he have to 
make a forced landing, will steer for 
lake and river rather than for the 
rare open spaces of a tropical forest. 
“For the air explorer, the romance 
of flying will persist; the value of 
the work will do is obvious; and 
there are many pilots in the allied 
armies today who will find in aerial 
exploration play for the 
typically 
British spirit of adventure. 
“In the future of aviation there 
is elbow room for all, the sportsman- 
pilot will find in exploration by air 
an enterprise made to his taste.”

BRITISH REACH CANAL DU NORD 
London, September 4.—In their posh beyond the Dro- 
court-Queant line the British have reached the line of the 
Canal Du Nord, according to Field Marshall Haig’s offi­ 
cial statement. North 6f the Arras-Cambrai rood they 
have occupied the town of Ecourt St Quentin.. North of 
Peronne the British advanced through the Vaux woods, 
above Moistens. Continuing their advance in Flanders 
they are approaching Neuve Chappell and Laventie. 
.Progress of British 
London, Sept 4 (I P. M.)—The British have secured a 
hold on the west bank of the Canal Du Nord by taking Ru- 
maucourt, which is north of Sains-Les-Marquion, accord­ 
ing to advices from the battle front. Farther south along 
the canal they are reported to have captured Inchy En Ar­ 
tois, Demicourt,to east of Doignies, and Pennies three 
miles northeast of Bertincourt. Near. the. Somme, the 
British have crossed the canal at Haut Alkines, which is 
slightly over two miles north of Peronne. 
French Continue Drive. 
Paris, Sept 4—The French last night continued to 
push back the Germans to the east of the Canal Du Nord 
and between the Ailette and Aispe, says todays official 
statement In their advance the French toolTChapitre 
wood northeast of Chevilly and approached the town of 
Crisolles, three miles north of Noyon. North of the Ailette 
river, the French reached the outskirts of Coucy-Le-Cha- 
teau and Juvincourt Prisoners to the number of 1,500 
were taken. Along the Vesle French parties crossed the 
river at several points.
